the Revolution 


i (Continued) 


Mareh 7, 174 

March 7, 1774 is a day to remember, in 
the story of Wilmington's relations with the 
Crown of England, The Town Meeting took 
a decisive acon, of buycoll, an action Unal 
was several months in advance of similar 
actions by other towns 

In Roston, on that day, a “second tea par 
ty had vecured, tw the destruc 
lion Of 16%) chests of ea, on board the brig 
‘Fortune.’ 

On that day the Townspeople met, and 
voted not to purchase or use any foreigh 
teas, subject to taxation 

On a more grim note, they also instructed 
the selecten "to examine the town's stock 
of powder and ball, to buy more if they 
think proper.” 


Also 00 March 7, a message from 
King George was read to Parliament, call- 
ing for the punishment of Boston. This 
resulted in the Coercive of Intolerable 
Acts, which eventually drew the colonists 
toyether in resistance, 

Wilmington demonstrated its reaction to 
the Intolerable Acts in a town meeting on 
July 28, 1774. A special committee formed 
{wo weeks earlier reported that they had 
successfully drawn up a ‘Solemn League 
and Covenant!’ for the citizens to sign ‘This 
was & pledge to boycott English goods and 
storekeepers who sold them, How did the 
impetus for this decision develop? 

‘The first of the Coercive Acts was the 
Boston Port Act, to take effect on June 1, 
1774, No goods were to come into or leave 
Boston by sea until full satisfaction was 
siven to customs officers (by paying the tea 
(ax) and to the East India Company (by 
reimbursing them for the lost tea), Word of 
this act was received in eatly May. The 
town of Boston met on May 13, to instruct 
the Committee of Correspondence to in: 
form alt the colonies and towns, and to en- 
courage & suspension of trade with 
England, | all colonies would join in the 
boycott. The Gommittee felt that 
Massachuselts should act decisively and 
begin a boycott alone 

On June 3, word of more Intolerable Acts 
arrived, The Government Act gave the 
fovernor power to appoint and dismins 
Judges and adrniniatrative officers without 
consulting the Governor's Council The 
Council itself, formerly nominated by the 
House of Representatives, was now 4o be 
appointed by the Crow. Towns were 
limited to holding one annual election town 
meeting, unless they received permission 
for more from the governor, Finally, coun: 
ty sheriffs were placed in charge of sunt: 
moning juries, a right which had rested 
with the towns. The Administration. of 
Justice Act allowed the governor to move 
the trial of any magistrate or official out: 
side the province, if the defendant was in- 
dicted for murder owing to hia efforts to 
suppread TOE ot enforce revenue laws. It 
seemed t protect officials who used 
violence againat resisting colonints. The 
Quartering Act allowed soldiers to be 
Dilleted anywhere in the colony, even in 
private homes. ‘Troops and warships began 
flooding Boston Massachusetts, which un 
der its first charter had controlled all 
branches of its government, now controlled 
only part of one, the popularly elected 
Nouse of Representatives shorn of much of 
lis power 

On June 17, Boston at last agreed to « 
boycott of English goods on ite own, The 
Committee of Correspondence was tn: 
Hirveted to sent oul a letter urging 
county, the linportance of provincial 
manufactures, and the adoption of town 
boycott resolutions Hut the Committee

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‘The reaction in the towns was sharply 
divided A few accepted the covenant as 
written Many felt that the wording was too 
divisive, too hareh on merchants, and 
suspect because Boston did not accept It 
Most important, they felt it advisable to 
Wait for the Continental Congress meeting 
\n September. believing that ently a colonial 
union and general boycott would be effec 
tive 

Wilmington was one af the cautions 
towns. On July 14, 1774, the residents 
ordered the town treasurer to pay the full 
sum asseased to the town for financing the 
Continental Congress Then they chose a 
committee composed of Cadwallader Ford, 
Je, Jobe Hathorn, Timothy Walker, 
Ebeneser Jones, and Joshua Eames, "to 
draw up a Solemn League and Covenant tor 
the freeholders and other inhabitants to 
sign.’ 80, apparently, Wilmington did not 
accept the wording proposed by the Boston 
Committee of Correspondence. Two weeks 
later, the report was unanimously accepted 
and a committee chosen to get signatures 
‘The clerk was ordered to hold the signed 
covenant until the town heard the result of 
the upcoming Continental Congress. 

‘The summer and fall of 1774 were marked 
by # great deal of patriotic Whig activity. 
Many towns raised liberty poles, with liber- 
ly buttons, patriotic songs, speeches, and 
food and drink adding to the occasion 
Several local and provincial fast days were 
declared, emphasising the frugality of the 
Covenant and the colonista’ reliance on 
Ged. The militia was being reorganized 
and more emphasis placed on training 
Training days became general patriotic 
rallies, as people would gather to watch the 
drills, listen to speeches and sermons, and 
enjoy the sociability, More Unhappily, 
there were « number of cases of violence 
done to the persons of property of 
Loyalists. Meanwhile, Partiament passed 
the Quebec Act, which in part legalized 
Quebec's French-type authoritarian 
government and civil law and gave full 
freedom of religion to the province's 
Catholics, New Englanders were horrified 
at these favors given their dreaded French 
Catholic enenpies and interpreted the Acts 
as another attack on their liberties. 

The colonists, now deprived of legal town 
meetings and with the General Court ad- 
journed, turned to county Conventions to air 
their grievances, The Middlesex County 
convention met August 90 and 31, in Con 
cord. On September 7, Wilmington met to 
an “adjournment of the annual meeting." 
‘The citizens accepted the Middlesex 
resolves and ordered them copied into the 
town records, The formal declaration of 
the convention began, ‘It ia evident to 
every attentive mind, that this province is 
(na very dangerous and alarming situation 
We are obliged to say, however painful \t 
may be to as, that the question now ia, 
whether, by # submission to some late acts 
of the parliament of Great Britain, we are 
contented to be the most abject slaves, and 
entail that slavery on posterity after ws, or 
by a manly, just and virtuous opposition 
assert aod support our freedom." The con 
vention members protested that they were 
true and loyal subjects of the King, and that 
they, while permitted the free Exercise of 
our natural and Charter Rights, are resolv 
ed to Expende Life and treasurer in his Ser 
vice.” ‘They then denounced the attacks 
wade on the Council and the judicial 
tysiem of the Massachusetts Goverument 
Act. They resolved thal citizens need pot, 
obey officials or attend courts empowered 
wader the new law. Lastly, the convention 
called for each town to choose a delegate to 
attend an extre-legal Provincial Congress 
to inet In Concord the second Twenday tn 
Octoder. The formal declaration ended 
with @ statement of flerce determination 
“Our fathers left 9 fair inberttance to us, 
purchased by a waste of blood and treasure 
‘This we are resolved to transmit equally 
fair to our children after as No damage 
shall affright, vo difficulties intimidate us 
Ani if, in support of our rights, we are call 
ed to eacounter even death, we are yet un 
daunted, senaible (hat he can pever die to 
oun who lays down hia life in sappert af the 
laws and livertion of his country.” 

Events were preceeding rapid) 
elsewhere in the province On September |, 
& Group of British troops rowed up ie 
Mystic River, setred the unassigned stores 
of provincial powder kept at Chartestown, 
and got away before It was even known they, 


had left Boston, Several thousand angry, 
armed militia men arrived too late. 
Unwilling to go away empty-handed, the 
mob repaired to the homes of several 
government officials and secured the 
Tesignations of judges appointed under the 
Intolerable Acts. Did Wilmington men take 
part in this “Powder alarm?” There is no 
mention in the town records. 

On September 26, the Wilmington town 
meeting finally decided that the time had 
come to send a representative to the 
General Court. The residents chose 
‘Timothy Walker. also named Mr 
Walser ta be Gate ontats bo ea prone: 
cial Congress at Concord called for by the 
Middlesex County convention. 
Early in October, the legal General Court 
met af the temporary capital of Salem, 
Boston under the Port Act and military oc 
cupation being so longer a fit capital. The 
radicals took control, The House of 
Representatives, in secret, called for a se- 
cond Continental Congress and named a
